Free Church Has 
Ninetieth Birthday 


Nearly 400 Present to Mark Close 
of Ninety Years Service in 
Andover 


An occasion of joy and remembrance was 
ie theme all through the observance of the 

th birthday of the Free church, celebrated 
last evening Although the feeling of joy was 
tempered with the sad thought that’ Rey 
Dr. Frederick A. Wilson the pastor-emeritus, 
Was not there to greet the congregation with 
his cheery smile and word, still all felt he was 
there in spirit, rejoicing that the church he 
loved was ‘growing in grace.” 

The first part of the program was held in 
the auditorium which was well filled with 
members, past members and friends of long 
standing, Seated in the pulpit were the pas 
tor, Rev. Alfred C, Church, Rev. Newman 
Matthews of the West churc h, Rev. Fred 
erick C. Wilson of Ipswich, son of the late 
pastor-emeritus, Rev. William G. Poor, a 
Free church ‘‘boy”, Mrs, David May and 
Mrs. Joshua Paine ; 

The well known and loved hymn “How 
Firm a Foundation” was heartily sung as an 
opening number and the invocation was 
given by Rev. Mr. Wilson. Mr. Church then 
made a few remarks as he introduced the 
speake?s and told how the church was looking 
forward into the future with hope and cour- 
age as it looked back into the past at its firm 
foundation and building by those who had 
gone before. 

A resume of the church’s history was inter- 
estingly told by Mrs. May. The church was 
founded in 1846 as a protest against slavery 
and intemperance and its first members came 
from the South, West, Methodist and Bap- 
tist churches here in town. Forty-four valiant 
souls banded themselves together, and as 
Rey. Mr. Poor later said, were a lonely group 
for 16 years, until the news that Fort Sumter 
had been fired on and the Civil War had be- 
gun, when they were received into the fellow- 
ship of the other churches, who had come to 
see that the views of this little band on 
slavery were the views of all the Northern 
states and Christian people. 

The choir was started in 1847 and one of 
its first members, Joseph W. Poor, sang in it 
for 27 years. 

From 44 in 1846 the church has now 800 
members, and is a memorial to those who 
have labored so hard for its welfare 


Reminiscences of the life of Dr. Wilson 
were then told by Rev. Newman Matthews. 
He mentioned joy as the dominating factor 
of Dr. Wilson’s life and said it grew from his 
good health, appreciation of nature, ap 
preciation of music, appreciation of literature,

rhis shows us that in school spelling is an 
important subject, although not always re 
garded as such.

goes down as soon as he misspells. Another 
kind, fast gaining popularity, is the kind in 
which a speller goes to the other side when a 
member of his team misspells

every year in the town hall. Contests are held 
for each grade ranging from fifth grade 
through high school.

late H. Winthrop Peirce 

Mr. Peirce, with his wife and two children, 
was for some fifteen years a resident of 
Andover, where he built the house at 36 
Morton street. Both Mr. and Mrs. Peirce 
were prominent in social and art circles in 
Andover. Both, along with other activities, 
were capable amateur actors; and they two, 
more probably than any others, originated 
the Barnstormers and contributed to its long 
and high success 

Mr. Peirce himself was born in 1850, on the 
site of what is now the Castle Square theater 
in Boston. He was a member of the first class 
of the Art school at the Boston Museum of 
Fine Arts, studied some years in Paris, 
exhibited widely in Europe and America, 
where his paintings appear in most of the 
important muscums and collections. Note 
worthy among others is a group which he 
made during a year in Mexico. He was 
besides, an authority on the history of 
costume; and his hundreds of colored draw 
ings to illustrate this history are now pre 
served at Rollins College, Florida. In addi 
tion to painting throughout most of a long 
life, he lectured and wrote on art topics, and 

igned a large number of pageants, festi 
vals, and fairs for Andover, Boston, and | 
other places. He was president both of the 
Copley society of Boston and of the Boston 
Water Color society. At his death, on Novem 
ber 20, 1935, he was vice president of the 
Copley society

Edward T, Hartman, state consultant on 
planning, sent the following letter to the 
‘Townsman this week urging that the recently 
enacted zoning law be carefully enforced here 
Dear Sir 

Now that Andover has adopted a zoning | 
law of a more comprehensive nature than the | 
elementary law originally adopted, it is very 
important that it be treated with respect. In 
many places there is a constant tendency to 
break down such laws. People who desire 
special privilege persistently seek such priv 
tileges and frequently the people with great 
indifference vote spot zoning to the great 
injury of the town, 

Along this line I have written an article 
which I am enclosing. It occurs to me that it 
might be helpful to the people of Andover at 
this time.

The article follows: 

Zoning That Stays Put 

Much zoning does not stay put 
way of slipping. 

Zoning doesn’t stay put because too many 
people want it enforced only as far as it 
protects them, but they want to do as they 
please, regardless of how what they do affects 
others, Planning, plus zoning, is intended to 
lay down a city pattern that will function and 
be useful to all, When the pattern is broken 
people suffer. Even the violators suffer in the 
end, 

But violators of the pattern are not the 
only violators. If a violator puts up an illegal 
building, or puts a building to an illegal use, 
and the building inspector does not stop the 
violation, the building inspector becomes a 
violator, If the inspector tries to stop the 
violation and the violator goes to the board | 
of appeals and the board authorizes the | 
violation, the board becomes a violator. If 
the inspector tries to stop the violation and is | 
entirely ignored, he goes to the town ¢ ounsel 
If the town counsel ignores the violation he 
becomes a violator. If any one of these things 
happens and the people do not ask a court to | 
mandamus enforcement, the people become 
violators—at any rate they wink at viola 
tion, which amounts to the same thing. If

Nova Scotia Peninsula 
Settled by the French 


The Nova Scotia peninsula, settled 
by the French, was known as Acadia 
and by the Treaty of Utrecht In 1713, 
this territory was awarded to Great 


Britain. In 1755, according to a 
writer In the Detroit News, because of 
their persistent refusal to take the 
oath of allegiance to Britain, more 
than 6,000 of these Acadian French, 
men, women and children, were ex- 
pelled from their homes. Many of 
them went to Louisiana, some to the 
Atlantic states, some to England and 
France, while some returned to Aca- 
dia. 

Some of the charges against these 
people were that they tneited the | 
British against the Indians, also that 
they were sympathizers with any hos- 
tile French expedition and that their 
position on the frontier of British 
territory made them dangerous to the 
peace and safety of that land.
